Transaction Adds New Chapter | 


to the Amazing Romance 
of American Iron 
Industry. 


— 


New York, Oct. B.- [Special. j~James J. 
Hill, president of the Great Northern rall- 
road, sold 750,000,000 tons of ore to the 
United States Steel corporation today for 
8400 000 000. 

There may be a few million tons of ore 
and a few millidn dollars, more or less; in- 
volved in the sale, but it is the biggest trans 
action in. the history of finance in this coun- 
try since the formation of the steel corpora- 
tion itself, and the whole gigantic deal Was 
accomplished by five men in the space of a 
couple of hours. 

Five Men in Giant Deal. 

The men who put their names te the papers 
involved were James J. Hill, J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, Charles Steele. George W. Perkins, 
and E. H. Gary. They met in Morgan's of- 
fices, were in conference for about two hours, 
and when it was all over and done with B. G. 
Gary, who is chairman of the streel corpora+ 
tion’s board of directors, thus announced the 
latest money miracle in romance of Amer- 
ica’s steel industry: 

* “ After long negotiations a contract has 
been signed for the acquisition. on a royalty 


‘basis, of the James J. Hill ore properties 


(so-called) by companies controlled by the 
United States Steel corporation. The quan- 
tity of ore has not been accurately deter- 
mined, but it is a large body. The price to be 
paid is $1.65 per ton, delivered at the upper 
lake docks, with an increase of 3.4 cents per 


ton each succeeding year. 


“The minimum of ore agreed to be mined 
is 750.000 tons for the year 1907. increased 
by 750,000 tons per year until it reaches 
8,250,000 tons. Thereafter it continues on 
that basis 

“It is believed the comsummation of this 
agreement will result in great benefit to both 
parties.“ 

Great Benefit” to J. J. Hill. 


When he was leaving New York tonight 
Jim Hill would no: deny that great bene- 
3 Je resulted to him personally, but he did 
not care to put it in figures. Probably he 
would find it hard to tell exactly how much 
richer his trip had made him. Those, how- 
ever, who can think in the vast figures in- 
volved say that the sale puts the Great 
Northern. president away up in the world's 
richest men ” class. 

Mr. Hill stated that thetransaction trans 
ferred to the steel corporation not only the 
Gregt Northern ore, but all that on Mesaba 
range, northern Minnesota, owned by the 
Northern Pacific and J. W. Longyear of 
Boston as well. He believed the beds conta'‘n 
as much as 750,000,000 tons of ore, and is cer- 
tain they will be found to have a capacity of 
700,000,000 tons. The estimate includes the 
Northern Pacific holdings at 35,000,000 tons 
and those held by Mr. Longyear personally, 
conjointly with the steel corporation, at 30, 
000,000 tons. The vast bulk of the ore is con- 
trolled by James J. Hill and the Great 
Northern, principally by Mr. Hill. 


$92,895,000 in First Eleven Tears. 

According to the terms of the contract 
the lessors are sure to receive $92,895,000 
from 1907 to 1917 inclusive, provided the 
lessees take out only the Minimum amount 
For. these eleven years the price for 
the minimum amount of ore and the mini- 
mum annual payments will be as follows:

After 1917 lessors’ receipts, on account of 
the sliding scale in price, will increase at 
least $290,500 a year. For this reason it is 
altogether probable the steel corporation will 
begin at once mining large amounts from 
beds to use up the ore as soon as possible. 


Lease to Run Long as Ore Lasts. 

The duration of the contract was not men- 
tioned, but it was explained that, althoukh 
the date has been set for the termination of 
the lease the duration of it is purely a legal 
technicality. Practically the contract runs 
until all the ore is mined. If the steel cor- 
poration takes only the minimum amount

epecified every year and the beds contain 


750,000,000 tons of ore it will not all be mined 
until the end of 2002: On the other hard, it 
is believed the company will take out much 
more than the minimum amount, so that all 
the ore may be mined in fifty years. 

The contract guarantees to the Great 
Northern the ore traffic from the mines. In 
this respect the contract is more favorable to 
the Great Northern than had previously been 
announced. At the present carrying charge 
from the mines to the upper lake ports, 80 
cents a ton, is believed to be the price. Of the 
$1.65 ton fixed for the first year 80 cents 
represents freight and 88 cents ore. 
Tue ore lands are in the northern part of 
Minnesota, on the Mesaba range, where the 
United States Steel corporation already has 
large mines. They are reached by the Great 
Northern road. The principal mines are 
about sixty miles from Duluth; The Great 
Northern owns 81,578 acres of land, of which 
19.500 are known to be ore producing. The 
railroad owns 16,730 Peres of these latter in 
tee and has mining leaggs on the remainder, 


Hill Proves Geologists Wrong. 

The principal mines are the Mahoning and 
Stevenson. Years ago geologists said of land 
covering Mahoning that it was valuable only 
for its timber and there could be no mineral 
deposits, After the Great Northern acquired 
it not only iron ore was found but through 
the entire extent of the mine it is found close 
to the surface. This mine is Mr. Hill's par- 
ticular pride. It is said there has been found 
no mine in this country with such large de- 
posits so near the top soll. 

The transaction involves no cash payment 
for the entire tract, It will, in fact, necessi- 
tate no new financing on the part of the 
“United States Steel corporation.

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ASS WORKER FIBRY AGAIN 


TRIAL OF COMRADES ENDS SPELL 
OF ABSTINENCE FROM RIOT. 


Demonstrations ° Throughout St. Pe- 
tersburg Follow Opening of Case— 
Leaders of Council of Workmen's 
Delegates Not Laboring Men-—Sol- 
diers Slay Two Terrorists to Pre- 
vent Their Rescue by Sympathizers 


—Matl Train Is Held Up. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 5.—Agitation by 
the workmen of St. Petersburg, who for 
some time have been quiet, has begun again. 
There were several largely attended demon- 
strations in various industrial quarters to- 
4 night and last night on account of the trial 
of fifty-one members of the council of work- 
men’s delegates, a revolutionary organ’za- 
tion which operated during the troublous 
times of last October and November. 

These men have been confined for ten 
months. Their trial began today. They are 
charged with high treason, the specifications 
of the charges being thé preparation of 
armed uprisings to overthrow the govern- 
ment. 

Troops occupied the courthouse. The 
street outside was patrolled by Cossacks to 
prevent demonstrants from reaching the 
building. * 

Of three successive prestdents of the coun- 
cil Krustaleff said he was a lawyer, Bern- 
stein declared hmself a writer, and the third 
president, Knudiansk, admitted that he was 
a professional revolutionist. Other members 
of the cduncil are physicians, engineers, 
teachers, and students. ‘the last named in- 
cluding three women. 

“The trial will be protracted, as there are 
more than 400 witnesses to be heard. 

The council planned to overthrow the gov- 
ernment by arming workmen and endeavor- 
ing to precipitate a financial crash by means 
of the December manifesto. 


Kill Prisoners to Prevent Rescue. 

WARSAW, Russian Poland, Oct. 5.—A mil- 
itary patrol which was conducting two revo- 
lutionists to jail today was attacked by revo- 
lutionists, who attenipted a rescue. The 
soldiers promptly killed both prisoners.

only by the employés of the mills and was 
not open to the public. Students at first 
were refused passage, but finally were 
allowed to go on in small parties. 
. The first division of twenty-five had gone 
across the bridge, looked at the falls, and 
returned. The second division of twenty- 
five with the instructor was engaged in look- 
ing at the scenery, when without warning 
the whole structure collapsed, hurling the 
students into the bed of the stream. The 
water being only three feet deep served to 
break the fall and saved many lives. The 
bottom was rocky and many were hurt on 
the stones. The falling timbers also crushed 
a number. Young Ballou was killed by a 
beam which fell across his breast. 


Mill Employes to Rescue. 

The mill men saw the accident ard in two 
minutes had the water ehut off, thus saving 
the injured from drowning. The whole town, 
including the crew of the two mills, turned 
out, suspending all work, rescuing the in- 
jured and caring forthem. The panic among 
the students was allayed with difficulty.

Six Dead in Storm. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 5.—This regtoh was 
today the center of clycionic disturbances at 
least three of which were ternadoes and 
caused the loss of six lives, with nine persons 
fatally injured. About daylight heavy storms 
broke throughout the country within 100 
miles west, north, and east of New Orleans. 
Reports of sugar cane and cotton crops 
blown down or sugar mills demolished are 
coming in from this entire_ section. The 
damage is placed at over $1,000,000. 

The worst of the tornadoes was north of 
New Orleans, where it devastated portions . 
of three parishes. New Orleans was visited 
by another tornado and, another passed 
northward of Biloxi on the gulf coast. 

The tornado here appeared at a distance as 
a cloud sweeping along the surface of the 
earth. ‘Its course was urdulating, some 
buildings being skipped entirely as it bound- 
ec skyward. Frequently it demolished 
verandas and fences on one side of the street, 
while not an objett on the other was dis- 
turbed. The cloud occupied several minutes 
in crossing the city and hurdreds of per- 
sons who saw and heard it approachirg had 
‘One ex- 
citing race was made by a Carordelet street 
car, which was loaded with passengers. The 
motorman, realizing that a dangerous blow 
was appréaching, threw on the full current. 
The flying car was less than half a block 
past a roller skating rink when that structure 
went down.

Al- 
though she was seized and locked in an ad- 
joining room by the thieves, her cries were 
heard by a passing milkman, who called for 
the police. 

The burglars fled, taking $60 in cash found 
in the physician's clothing. This is the first 
robbery reported to the police from The 
Highlands, a new suburb south of Jackson 
park. The residents of that region were 
stirred by the incident to demand better 
police protection. 

Three men were perpetrators of the rob- 
bery. Oné was stationed outside the home 
as a guard, while the others started to ran- 
sack. the house.

Alliance Holds Dinner in Commem- 
oration of 250th Anniversary of 
First. Landing in America of 42 
ecestors of Its Members—Movément 
to Secure Annual National Obsgerv- 
ance of the Event—Banguet Hall 
Profasely Decorated with Flags.

‘In commemoration of the 250th anniversary 
of the first landing of Germans in America 
nearly 1,000 Chicago Germans attended the 
“German day ’’. banquet given last evening 
by the German-American National alliance 
at the Auditorium hotel. The banquet hall 
was decorated profusely with German and 
American flags, palms, and roses. 

Aside from commemorating an anniversary 
the banquet marked the inadguration of a 
movement for binding the Germans in Amer- 
ica more closely together through the alli- 


culture and German ideals by means of Ger- 
men music, art, iterature, and drama. 

As a means to this end the alliance will 
endeavor to establish an annual German 
day,“ to be observed in various ways by all 
German-Americans throughout the country. 

Harry Rubens was introduced as toast- 
master by Justice Max Eberhardt, who pre- 
sided.

The United: States agree not to fish on 
Sundays, to pay: light dues, and whenever

CITY AND SOUTH SHORE PEOPLE 
AGREED ON METHOD. 


Manager Walter McNally te Appear 
in Harrison Street Police Coart on 
Charge of Illegally Selling Liquor 
Case Will Go te Supreme Tribu- 
mal Ultimately for Determination 
of City’s Right to Collect License 
_Fees from Such Organizations. 


Manager Walter McNally of the South 
Shore Country club will appear this morning 
in the Harrison street police court in answer 
to a complaintithat he has been selling liquor 
at the clubhouse without a license. 
will be the first step in the protracted legal 
battle that is expected between the organiza- 
tion and the city. Both sides desi ‘e speedy 
determination of thé points at issue. 

Upon the ultimate decision depends. the 
right of the city to collect license fees from 
other clubs, which pay annually $30,000. 

McNally will be arrested by ‘some patrol- 
man from the Woodlawn police station, but 
will be handled gently, in accordance with 
an agreement entered into yesterday by City 
Prosecuting Attorney Howard S. Taylor and 
George P. Merrick, representing the club. 


Position of the Club. 


The club will take the legal position at this 
morning’s hearing that it is not a dram shop 
that it does not sell liquor, that liquors are 
served only to members, and that the mem- 
bers own all the supplies kept in the club- 
house. 

“I don’t see how the club can ane to win 
on that tontention.” said: Dr. Taylor. It 
has been pleaded before and the city has won. 
Two cases have béen decided by the Supreme 
court adversely to that position.” 

On behalf of the club it is stated that no 
club in the city ever paid a license until 
about two years ago, when the Supreme court 
decided the case of a small club from some 
town in the central part ot the state. The 
small club in question had been organized 
merely to evade the dramshop law and was 
not a legitimate club at all. 

It is expected that the South Shore club 
will keep on serving liquor to its members 
pending final disposition of the case. The 
Hyde Park Protective association plans to 
make trouble by starting new cases, but in 
that event the club probably will get a writ 
of injunction forcing the association to await 
the final outcome of the test case. 

The Saddle and Cycle club also will be per- 
mitted to serve liquor while the suit is 
pending.

Secret Service Men Insisted on Streets 
Being Roped Off, and It Took All 
There Was. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.— It 
they wanted to hang a man in Y Pa., 
when President Roosevelt was there yester- 
day, enough rope wouldn't have been avail- 
able for the job. 

United State secret service men who went 
up to York on Wednesday to look over the 
ground and ascertain what arrangements 
had been made for safeguarding the presi- 
dent found that the streets were not to be 
roped off. They remembered thet when 
Speaker Cannon was in York one time the 
people were so enthusiastic in their greeting 
that they broke through the police lines and 
nearly mobbed him. 

When the secret service men laid down the 
dictum that the streets would have to be 
roped off Congressman. Daniel Franklin La- 
fean of the York district undertook to supply 
the necessary material. Mr. Lafean didn't 
do the work In any halfway manner. The 
route over which the president wae to be 
taken from. his train to the fair grounds, 
where he spoke, was several miles long and 
Mr. Lafean got all the rope he could buy, beg, 
or borrow in York and the surrounding coun- 
try and had ft stretched on both sides of the 
streets and roads for the entire distance. 

There wasn't a yard of rope left anywhere 
in the neighborhood when he got through 
collecting.

‘Condemned by School Principal. 


G. Charles Griffiths, principal of the Mot- 
ley school, Chicago avenue and Ada street, 
declared the effect of the theaters on the 
children who patronize them is such as to 
undermine law and order. 

“ Not long ago I found boys in my school 
who carried revolvers,’ said Mr. Griffiths. 
“When I asked them why they carried 
weapons the boys answered that they wanted 
to be brave like the men they had seen in the 


| pictures in the 6 cent theaters. 


“The effect of these cheap shows on the 
school children ts demoralizing. Some of the 
children have become so bad that they al- 
most are incorrigible. Shows of that kind 
should not be allowed to exist.” 

Miss Bessie Huebner, a teacher in the Mot- 
ley school, declared that after seeing a bur- 
glary show in a “6 cent theater two 
little boys obtained a glass cutter and broke 
into a jewelry store not far from the school. 

Many of her pupils, she said, become ab- 
stracted from their lessons and sit and gaze 
blankly out of the window as a result of 
thinking of the “show” instead of their 
lessons. 

Will Appeal to Mayor Dunne. 

Complaints also are made by the residents 
on account of the noise made by the barle 
ers" and the music, which is kept up until 
late at night, making Ute miserable for 
quietly disposed people. 

“TI am going to look into this thing and 
gee what can be done,” said Ald. Beilfuss. 
“ Nothing can be said in favor of these cheap 
theaters. I shall take it up with Mayor 
Dunne at the earliest opportunity. Some- 
thing should be done either to put them out 
of business entirely or to curb them so that 
they will be harmless.”

Walter MacCornack, formerly coach at 
Northwestern, and Everts Wrenn, the noted 
eastern official, engaged in a tilt over the 
distance a player should be allowed to have 
his hands in front of him in charging. Walle 
finally tossed up the sponge with the jest, 
“ about six inches and a half.“ 


Lack of Clearness Shown. 


Most trouble found with the rules was a 
lack of clearness. Nearly every one of the 
twenty-six rules was discussed, and Mr. 
Camp often confessed: his inability to decide 
in cértain instances. Several points brought 
out, he declared, would have to be left to the 
personal interpretation of the officials of the 


games. 

Rule 2, paragraph C., which. has caused 
muoh confusion in the east, was the stumbling 
block yesterday. The rule is called the rush 
line rule for the team on the offense.’ It 

reads as follows: 

When the ball is put in play at least six players 
ef the side holding the ball must be on the line of 
scrimmage. If only six players are on the line of 
scrimmage, one player of those not on the line of 
ecrimmagt must stand with both feet outside the 
outside foot’ of the player on the end of he linc. 

No player .of those ordinarily occupying the 
position of center, guard, or tackle—that is, the 
five middle players of the line—may drop back from 
the line of scrimmage on the offense unless he is at 
least five yards back of the line of scrimmage when 
the ball is put in play, and another player of those 
ordinarily behind the line of scrimmage takes bis 
place on ‘the line of scrimmage. 

There shall be no shifting of players to evade this 


rule. 
Changes May Be Made. 

It has been argued by several prominent 
authorities of tie game that there may be 
certain shifts under this rule. Mr. Camp’s 
interpretation of the rule was as follows: 

The refereé should note the men in the

Too Early to Judge Rules. 

After. the meeting adjourned -Mr. Camp 
expressed his opinions on the workings of the 
pew rules in the eastern games he has seen 
as follows: 

It is too early yet to tell much about the 
success of the new rules, but from what I 
have seen the ten yards rule certainly is 
opening up the game. There is a wide differ~ 
ence. I feel sure the rule is bound to make the 
game more opén and more interesting. The 
forward pass has been tried, but has not met 
with so much success. There has been little 
time, of course, for perfecting plays. The 
onside kidk has worked fairly well for the 
time of the season.“ 

Director Stagg invited the members of the 
conference to see the new rule according 
to his own interpretation on Marshall fleld, 
and nearly every one of the conferees 
watched the maroon regulars in their first 
scrimmage of the season against the fresh- 
men. The former won with two touchdowns. 
Forward passes, onside kicks, fair catches, 
and all the new features were tried wit 
more or lese success. The football exper 
as well as the students and other spectators, 
wore well satisfied with the game, although 
fumbling was frequent and penaltice too 
numerous. 


Most Open Game Played. 

It was noted, however, that the game was 
the most open ever played.on Marshall field.

knowledge that Prince Bismarck, probably 
the greatest sStateeman of the nineteenth 
century, shared this weakness, and was 
ready to go almost any length in.the way 
of discourtesy and violation of the laws 
of court etiquette rather than to be one 
of thirteen at a table. On the other hand, 
he regarded three as hie mystic and favor- 
ite number, destined to bring him luck, and 
as identified in a particular degree, too, with 
his career. Thus, his ancient family motto 
was In trinitate robur,“ and his armorial 
bearings consisted of trefoils and of three 
leaves of oak. He was chancellor under 
three emperors, received three titles of ‘no- 
bility—namely: those of Count and Prince 
Bismarck and that of duke of Lauenburg. 
He was responsible for three wars- namely: 
those with Denmark in 1864, with Austria 
in 1866, and with France in 1870; negotiated 
the three tréaties of peace concluding these 
conflicts; was the auther first of all of the 
so-called three emperor alllance between 
Germany, Austria, and Russia, and after- 
wards of thé triple alliance between Ger- 
many, Austria, and Italy. Moreover, he had 
three horses Killed under him in the war 
of 1870, had three cHildren, and wes so in- 
variably portrayed by the caricaturists of 
the day with three solitary hairs on his 
otherwise bald head that many are firmly 
convinced to this day that he was restricted 
to this modicum of hirsute growth.

She serves at the table, at the door, 
and has the care of the daily, cleaning, air- 
ing, and brushing up of the living rooms, 
haHs, and stairs, and front steps.

Christianity. In fact,“ Julian's movement was 
not a reactionary movement, such as it would have 
been if he bad led back polytheism to its significa- 
tion of naturalistic religion or had revived the 
patriotic cult of Athens or Rome. Julian was not 
a reactionary; nor does the qualification of ro- 
mantle apply to him, although he has been called 
so by some who found a decided analogy between 
him and certain writers of our century who adored 
the middle dgés in modern times. Julian 
was progressive, but hé had no wish to sacrifice 
to progress.the ancient culture of which he was 
a fervent admirer, and those traditions of civiliga- 
tion which constitute for mankind an inestimable 
treasure. He, therefore, upheld polytheism, into 
which he introduced’ that culture and that civiliga- 
tion, but, by upholding it, he Christianized it, mot 
only under the aspects of metaphysics, but also, as 
we shall ses, under that of morals and discipline. 
The attempt to Christianize polytheism so as to 
keep it alive could only be appreciated by those who 
shared. Julian's love for that assemblage of tradi- 
tion, glory, and poetry which he designated under 
the comprehensiye title of Hellenism. IP. 230. ]

tion of the man cannot but kindle a respon- 
sive spark of interest: One is convinced of

The life of men who toll without 
hope, yet with the hunger of an unshaped desire; 
of women in whom the sweetness of their sex js 
perishing under labor and misery; the laugh, the 
song of the girl who strives to enjoy her year or 
two of youthful vigor, knowing the darkness of the 
years to come; the careless deflance of the youth 
who feels his blood and revolts against the lot which 
would tame it; all that ts purely human in these 
darkened multitudes speaks to you as you listen. 
It is the half conscious striving of a nature which 
knows not what it would attain, which deforms a 
true thought by gross expression, which clutches 
at the beautiful and solls it with foul hands.

There is every indication that 
the work of George Gissing will continue to 
arrest the attention of scholarly readers. 
The celebrity which is to come to him, one 
ventures to predict, is greatly in excess of 
thet which he knew during his life 


Pierre Loti has undertaken a thing not to 
be expected of him in writing “ DISEN- 
CHANTED.” (The Macmillan company, 
publishers.) Erroneousiy, perhaps, one has 
thought of Loti as an artist pure and simple 
—@ man who, though he might not be so 
bromidic as to confess to the motto, Art 
for art's sake, nevertheless moved to that 
rüle. But while Disenchanted shows no 
diminution of the artistry which is in- 
trinsically Loti’s, it reveals also an altruistic 
purpose. What he has done is to depict the 
life of the Turkish women of today. The 
old, indolent, sensual days are over and done 
with, it seems. The walls have not been 30 
high nor the lattices so close that they could 
keep out the modern time. The German, 
French, and English governesses who have 
been employed to instruct Turkish ladies of 
quality have brought the atmosphere of the 
liberated women into these pretty prisons. 
The minds and souls of the women in the 
guarded harems are awake. They have 
reached the point of dissatisfaction—of 
brooding, bitter dissatisfaction. Moved by 
tradition though they are, these veiled wom- 
en now wish to move abroad with uncovered 
faces, to ride or walk without espoinage, to 
talk freely of life, of literature, of religion, 
and socilology—questions of which, politely, 
they still are supposed to know but little. 
They desire above all to select their own hus- 
bands. They are willing to come to this | 
liberty gradually, but the leaven of in- 
dividualism is among them; it is working; 
the men themselves, bound by bélief, custom, 
and ingrained opinions though they are, also | 
are beginning to feel the injustice of keeping 
the women in a state to which superstition 
alone condemns them. The wisest and most 
conscientious of them are looking about for 
a means to effect an amelioration of this 
grotesque slavery.

This is what one gathers from the moving 
tale which Loti tells. Me has created a pro- 
foundly. touching little heroine in Djena, the 
daughter of a distinguished noble, and the 
wife of a military man, unknown to her till 
the day she quitted her father's house to 
cross the threshold of her master. Nor could 
anything be more delicate than the manner 
in which the story is told. Though Djena 
mitigates her imprisonment with a corre- 
spondence with André Lhéry, a French nov- 
elist, and though she meets him many times 
at risk of his life and her own, yet the story 
is chaste, sensitive, pathetic, and tender. 
It is indeed an idyl such as only a French- 
man can write, Having read of the aspiring,. 
modest, tender, and courageous Djena, it will 
be impossible to forget her. Her little 
shrouded figure, moving like a sweet and 
mournful vision through the decaying splen- 
dors of old Stamboul, must remain in the 
memory. And not only Djena, but all her 
tragic sisterhood, must in the future wear a. 
new meaning to the occidental woman, who '! 
has, no question, sent a too negligent and 
contemptuous thought toward these patient 
and devout women, whose lives pass in the 
cruel monotony and sloth of the harem. The 
sloth has been outgrown, it appears, and the 
new activity takes an intellectual direction. 
Unrest has its home in these shuttered rooms 
where the women sit, looking out through 
the lattices upon the world. Liberation is 
far distant, but it is dreamed of, it is prayed 
for—it is felt to be inevitable, a part of 
evolution. 


Who knows but the political upheaval 
which is inevitable within the next fifty 
years at the utmost in Turkey, Armenia, and 
the Caucasian countries may assist in bring- 
ing about the passionately desired change? 
Loti’s book should be widely read. The 
world is purged by pity. It cannot without 
danger divorce itself from pity, sympathy. 
and understanding. It is laid upon the 
fortunate to carry the burdens of the others.
